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COVERING LAOS: ‘YOU 


CAN'T BELIEVE A THING---’

The main problem in covering the 
civil war in Laos is that you can’t be- 
lieve anything you hear, from official 
reports of Communist ‘‘invasion’’ to 
opposition reports that the Laotian capi- 
tal has fallen. 

‘Invasion’’ reports panicked the 
West New Year’s Eve and led to a real 
invasion — of foreign correspondents. 

This happens frequently. The result: 
Laos’ biggest export item is words. It 
collected $250,000 in cable tolls last 
year. 

Military information in Laos is so ex- 
uberantly imaginative that to check it

‘Maria’ Presses Nerves and Budgets

RECIFE, BRAZIL, Jan, 31.— New President Janio Quadros inaugurated Brazil 


today. But press couldn’t care less. 


Attention of foreign and Brazilian press and more than 200 newsmen who poured 
in here from all parts ofthe world centered on histrionic former PortugeseCaptain Hen- 
rique Galvao who captured Portugese liner Santa Maria and took 600 passengers on 


unscheduled cruise. 


As Quadros took oath in the interior 
capital of Brasilia, world press represen- 
tatives sat in the northeastern city of 
Recife waiting to learn whether Galvao 
intended to release captive passengers 
following negotiations with U.S. Navy 
Adm. Allen Smith. 

Newsmen covered thousands of 
miles and news mediums spent millions 
pinning down Galvao a few miles out- 


side the Brazilian territorial waters 
of Recife. 
The entire cost and the mileage 


covered by press will probably never 
be computed, but news agencies flew 
in staffs equivalent in number to those 
that covered Eisenhower’s overseas tours, 

Galvao’s dramatic gesture was re- 
sponsible for the first radio pictures 
ever transmitted out of Recife by UPI 
and AP.

BOOK NIGHT PANELISTS 
ARGUE ALGERIAN CRISIS 


The frustrations of the Algerian ques- 
tion were thrashed out in a spirited Book 
Night on Jan. 26, but the speakers at 
the OPC agreed only on stalemate. 

Edgar S. Furniss, Jr., of Princeton 
University, author of ‘France: Troubled 
Ally.’ said that Pres. de Gaulle is follow- 
ing a path all his own, and is making the 
attainment of his goal more difficult than 
it need be. He criticized the manner in 
which the American press has covered 
the Algerian problem. ‘‘It vacillates be- 
tween respect for and fear of what de 
Gaulle does,’’ he said. 

Alden Hatch, author of ‘The De 
Gaulle Nobody Knows’ and a staunch 
supporter of the French president, referred 
to him as ‘‘a great mystic, yet a realist — 
the greatest living exponent of brinkman- 
ship.” Blame for the fact that peace has 
not yet been attained in Algeria, accord- 
ing to Hatch, lies with the extremists on 
both sides, not with de Gaulle. 

Panel participants included Joe Kraft, 
OPC award-winner for reporting in Algeria; 
Frank White, assistant manager of Time- 
Life International in Paris, and Adbel- 
kadir Chanderli, Algerian F.L.N. repre- 
sentative in the U.S. Both Kraft and 
White voiced the opinion that de Gaulle 
is no closer to a solution in Algeria than 
he was in 1958. Moderator Hal Lehrman 
Suggested, on the other hand, that de 
Gaulle was at least trying to secure from 
all the Algerian people a decision by 
free referendum on their ultimate destiny. 
Chanderli, contending that the F.L.N. is 
the spokesman of the Algerian masses, 
said he would agree to a free vote pro- 
vided it were supervised by joint teams, 
one of which would be the French Army.

FOUR HAITIAN EXILES 
HIT DUVALIER REGIME 


U.S. aid was blamed for the continu- 
ing in power of Haitian ‘‘dictator’’ Dr. 
Francois Duvalier, according to four 
Prominent Haitian exiles. Speaking as 
OPC Open House guests on Jan. 31, 
leaders of two of the opposition parties 
said that U.S. guns, money and Marines 
are being employed by President Duyalier 
to suppress basic freedoms. 


Painting an ominous picture of the 
Caribbean ‘‘paradise in chains’’, ABC’s 
Arnold Synder, panel moderator, said 
that ‘‘such torture and brutality exists in 
Haiti today....not until Duvalier falls 
will the world know how many have met 
their death at the hands of his secret 
police.” 

Max Bolte, former Haitian Defense 
Minister, said that Duvalier applies pro- 
paganda methods to U.S. foreign aid. He 
reported that the President broadcasts 
three times daily to the nation pointing 
out what the U.S. Government is doing 
for Haiti and his regime. He added that 
communism is a definite danger in Haiti 
and accused the present foreign minister 
and two cabinet members of extreme com- 
munist sympathies. 


In spite of worsening conditions — 
student strikes, the church and increas- 
ing poverty — there are no visible signs 
of Duvalier’s immediate fall, according 
to Luc Fouche, former Haitian Ambassa- 
dor to the U.S. and UN. He said that 
thousands of technically-skilled Haitians 
are seeking refuge abroad, leaving Haiti 
in the hands of incompetents. 

Emile St. Lot, former Haitian Senator, 
Suggested that the OAS charter be revised 
to permit foreign intervention in count- 
ries obviously ruled by ‘‘ruthless dicta-

Newsman steals the seal....saves the day, 


out you end up participating in the civil 
war, just reporting it. 

Western military attaches line up for 
first-hand fill-ins every time AP’s irre 
pressible photographer Fred Waters 
roars back into the town after capturing 
another Laotian city. 

At dawn one day last month, 12 hours 
before Vientiane fell, the British Am- 
bassador told me on the basis ofa Reuter 
report that attacking government forces 
had captured the last rebel strongpoints 
at Vientiane Airport. I had stood on the 
roof of my hotel watching government 
forces still shelling the airport only half 
an hour earlier, but the only way to 
knock the premature report was to chase 
out for myself. 

A good mile from the airport I ran 
smack into a rebel tank, its guns pointed 
straight down the road at me. 

The tank captain was nice about it. 
He did not shoot me. 

Ten hours later I could report the 
tank captured because Waters, NBC’s 
Grant Wolfkill, NY Times’ Jim Wilde 
and I were aboard the tank that captured 
it. It was not all for glory. It was the 
safest place to be and still be in at the 
kill. 

Thatom, another government base, 
was prematurely reported captured. We 
disproved that report by flying in on a 
rented beaver, lunching on cocoanuts 
with the major in command, and taking 
off with a pretty Laotian refugee who so 
overloaded the light plane that it nearly 
crashed taking off from the 500-yard 
pasture runway. 

A fellow newsman added to the thrills 
of scraping the jagged 6,000-foot moun- 
tain peaks by practically setting the 
plane afire with a careless cigarette. 

The recurring problem in covering 
Laos is censorship. Censors are avail- 
able 3 to 4 hours out of 24. The rest of 
the time you have to track them down, 
from tennis courts to night clubs. 

The situation became critical when 
former Premier Souvanna Phouma fled 
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Jungle Stairwell Exhibit 


Jungle survival in the Strategic Air 
Command is the subject of the Feb. stair- 
well exhibit at the Clubhouse. Sid Latham, 
veteran True magazine photographer, shot 
the pictures on an expedition to the Ever- 
glades. 

Latham spent 8 days in the Florida 
swamp with members of a SAC survival 
team, living completely in the rough and 
simulating actual conditions of a crash 
in the jungle without supplies. Their diet 
for this supercharged version of roughing 
it included wild boar, hearts of palmetto 
and just about anything edible in that 
rugged country.

There are thousands of other problems 
in Laos, like the lack of telephones, 
rumors, 18 to 24-hour transmission lags, 
rumors, food, heat, cold, plumbing and 
rumors....

Early Santa Maria Pursuers, 
Newsmen Invade Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, P.R., Jan. 28—The fantas- 
tic capture of a band of armed men of the 
Portugese luxury liner Santa Maria in the 
old Caribbean pirate waters brought 
newsmen from 4 nations to San Juan this 
week. 


The full scope of Portugese rebel 
Capt. Henrique Malta Galvao’s hijack- 
ing of the vessel didn’t become clear 
until a week ago Monday, a full day 
after Galvao commandeered the ship in 
what he termed the first step in the 
overthrow of Portugese dictator Antonio 
Salazar. 

The story spread like wildfire after 
Canadian Press first broke it. U.S. Navy 
tracking operations were directed from 
San Juan Naval Station (Caribbean Sea 
Frontier headquarters). A few newsmen 
arrived, but the big invasion didn’t 
start until the Santa Maria was found and 
asked to make port in San Juan. 


Andy Tully, Scripps-Howard; Saul 
Pett, AP; Charles Taylor, UPI; Paul 
Slade, cameraman, and Irv Rappaport, 


Paris Match, led the pack in, They were 
quickly followed by Ernest Leiser, CBS; 
Bill Emerson, Newsweek; Ronnie Bat- 
chelor, Reuters; Ken Smiley, London 


Daily Mirror; and Geoffrey Thursby, Lon- 
don Daily Express. 

All wanted to go out on a plane to 
cover the story on the scene, more than 
1,000 miles away. Cmdr. Charles Rainey, 
Naval Station PIO, could only arrange 
for 4 seats. A pool was set up, Pett 
drawing the lot as the only writer in 
the group; local man Clem Littauer 
grabbed a camera to get newsreels for 
the newsworks; UPI photographer Frank 
Beatty, to take stills; and Gay Spencer, 
a Miami News photographer got the fourth 
spot. The only other one to get out by 
the week’s end was cameraman Herb 
Schwartz, CBS. 

The NY Times’ Max Frankel came 
in from Dominican Republic assignment, 
AP’s Florida photo editor Hal Valentine 
followed (but shortly moved on to Trini- 
dad when it appeared that the liner 
was heading there). 

From Canada came Hyman Solomon, 
Toronto Daily Star, and Robert McDonald 
Toronto Telegram. 

There was not a single Portugese 
newsman in town. 

Time-Life sent down a team made up 
of Joe Scherschel, Henry Suydan and 
Bill Ray. They joined local Time reporter 
Alex Maldonado. 

Also in on the operation were Milt 
Sosin, Miami News; and Dave Bringham, 
Miami, covering for Storer Broadcasting. 

In addition there were local corr- 
espondents, this Bulletin reporter who 
was left alone to cover for AP after 
Pett left; UPI’s Roy Brown and Juan 
Luis Marques; Reuter’s Ernesto Sanchez 
Ortiz; and representatives for the lo- 
cal papers. 

At week’s end the daily briefings 
began getting hotter and when it was 
indicated on Friday that the Santa Maria 
most likely would head for a Brazilian 
port, the Navy, after much shouting, got 
a plane up. But late Saturday disgruntled 
newsmen still found themselves in San 
Juan after Brazil had grounded U.S, 
planes tracking the liner, And the Santa 
Maria affair began shifting to other 
datelines. 

(If it hadn’t been for the Miramar 
Charterhouse Hotel opening just 2 weeks 
ago, few of the visitors would have had 
a room), 


After the liner refused to go to San 
Juan and appeared heading south on 
a course that could have taken it either 
to Africa or South America, about half 
of the newsmen were left. Those behind 
were pretty tired after staying up all 
night Friday waiting to get on a plane 
that never left. 

Waiting for a late Saturday briefing, 
which was made long distance by radio 
telephone to Norfolk, Va., Atlantic 
Fleet hq, most felt that the story had 
definitely shifted dateline and prepared 
to leave. The liner seemed to be heading 
for Brazil, and San Juan learned about it 
by way of Norfolk, Rio, and Recife.
